They stan d back to back; they 
mov e in opposite direction ^; they are as 
the East an d the West. 
Each is as 
log ical as a stairway . When y ou start 
u pward from the base y ou mu st come ou t 
at the top of the tower. 
Both can n ot 
hav e the tru th. 
As has been said, liberal Christian ity 
starts with the tru th that God is the 
Father of all men ; that He is lov e; that 
He acts with the lov e of ju stice, an d the 
ju stice of lov e. The g reat error in the 
old theolog y is n ot in this dog ma, or that, 
bu t in its whole ton e an d sty le. 
In short, 
its idea of God is all wron g . On ce admit 
that God is the Father of all men , an d 
y ou mu st come|with u s all the way . You 
will fin d n o half-way hou se in the log ic of 
lov e. 


For ex ample: 
If God is the Father of 
all men , then all men are His son s; the 
hu man race is a family ; all men are 
brothers; heirs of the earth an d the fu ll­ 
n ess thereof. 
It seems idle|to*try to prov e that the 
Bible teaches this tru th. It looks ou t 
u pon u s from almost ev ery pag e.

The en emy of Christian ity in this ag e 
is n ot Voltaire, n or Pain e, n or Ren an , n or 
In g ersoll—thou g h the pu lpit is still fig ht­ 
in g the g hosts of these men —an d, by the 
way , I will tell the tru th abou t them an d 
their faith in the n ear fu tu re as a matter 
of simple ju stice—n o, the real en emy of 
relig ion in this ag e is the atheism that 
den ies the brotherhood of man . Not Vol­ 
taire bu t Nietzsche is the foe of faith in 
this era. 
He it is who tells u s that 
Christian ity is a failu re; that mercy is 
weakn ess; that mig ht is rig ht; that the 
moral law is a fetter with which the stron g 
en slav e the weak—here is an en emy 
worthy of ou r steel.

Nin e years ago an ex­ 
plosion in the min e killed n in e. 
The 
min e was then the property of the 
Maule Coal compan y. The city is in 
gloom as a result of the d isaster.
